Ten Indictments last 

The grand jury today began an investiga- 
tion, and as a result ten indictménts were 
drawn and will be filed with Recorder Goff at 
the general sessions on Monday. 80 far 
as could be learned they are against men who 
registered faisely or voted or attempted to 
vote illegally. 

Some cases already had been through the 
police courts and the defendants held for the 
grand jury. A few were takgn direct to the 
grand jury, as it was feared the complainants 
or witnesses would disappear. None of the 
indicted men is prominent, it is said, 

Some of them were accused by the Hearst 
watchers, but the managers of the legal 
bureau do not seem to regard their cases as 
of half the importance of others upon which 
they are working. 

Several election district boards probably 
will be indicted before the week is over. 
Evidence against some of these officers is 
said to be strong, while in the cases of others 
mistakes were made which were due either 
to carelessness or ignorance. 

Attorney General Mayer has assigned 
Deputy Attorney General Foster to assist 
the Hearst people in the prosecution of viola- 
tions of the election law. By arrangement 
with Mr. Mayer District Attorney Jerome is 
to have charge of all violations of the penal 
code. Systematic work has been begun all 
along the line. 


Hearst Detectives on Watch. 

It came out today that Hearst had a corps 
of detectives out getting evidence on election 
day, and many of the affidavits have been 
made by these men. This secret service corps 
did mot pose as Hearst men and did not wear 
Hearst badges. The Hearst people bought a 
whole lot of blue ribbons worn by the watch- 
ers of the prohibition party for the sleutha. 
They say these men were instructed not to 
interfere or take any active part at the 
polling places, but simply to keep a watch 
out for evidence. 

They were scattered through the Second, 
Sixth, Eighth, Fourteenth, Eighteenth, and 
Twenty-first districts. In order to get cor- 
roborative testimony from policemen, the 
Hearst people have called upon Commis- 
sioner McAdoo for names of the bluecoats 
at each polling place. This Mr. McAdoo is 
now preparing for them. 


Four Missing Botes Found. 

Two of the missing boxes were found to- 
day in a barber shop at 156 Third avenue, 
one of them full of half soiled and torn bal- 
lots, and the other empty. This was the 
polling place of the First election district of 
the Eighteenth assembly district, which is 
the district of which Charles F. Murphy, 
head of Tammany hall, is the leader. Hearst 
watchers found the two boxes. Deputies 
from State Superintendent of Elections Mor- 
gan’s office took possession of them. 

At the headquarters of the Municipal 
league it was announced that two more 
boxes had been found in a tailor shop win- 
dow, next door to the old town hall, 
Gravesend. This was used as a polling place 
on election day. The boxes, it is said, were 
discovered by Bernard Wayneck, a repre- 
sentative of the league, who reported that 
one contained mutilated ballots, and the 
other, supposed to contain the ballot stubs, 
was empty. 

On Trail of Five More. 

It was said at Mr. Mayer's office today that 
investigation into the cage of the abandoned 
ballot box that was found in the back room 
of a barber shop in the Twenty-first assem- 
bly district by a policeman had come to 
nothing. Everybody concerned had been ex- 
amined and Mr. Mayer is said to have made 
up his mind that it was a piece of hegligence 
and not criminal.

The Suicides, 

BAINES, MISS FANNIE, 1826 Woodward avenue, 
Detroit, fearing she was a victim of tuberculosis, 
plunged from window in fifth story of Boston 
store on State street side. Instantly killed. Ha! 
been visiting her nieces in Chicago. She was 
56 years old. 

COOLIDGE, WILLIAM T., 28 years old, 2917 
Groveland avenue; body found in lake at foot 
of Thirty-ninth street. Had been suffering from 
melancholia for five months. Was employed by 
Crowe Metal Manufacturing company. 

MORGARD, MRS. EFFIE, 20 years old, swal- 
lowed carbolic acid while sitting in saloon of 
Tony Mendelssohn, 987 West Madison street. 
Left note to her sister, Mrs. Hilla Walsh, 3866 
Fulton street, saying she was despondent. 

ROTHSCHILD, MORTON, 21 Pine street, re

& Co.’s department store, found dead in bed by 
landlady with gas turned on. He was 27 years 
old and had been drinking heavily. Was out ofa 
job. Coroner jury returned open ’’ verdict. 

UNKNOWN MAN, apparently 75 years old, drank 
chloroform while sitting on a bench in Union 
park. Left note explaining he wished to conceal 
uin identity. 


Unknown Old Man’s Death Pathetic. 

Circumstances surrounding the death of 
the unknown old man were pathetic. In the 
afternoon he roamed through Union park 
until he found a pretty spot near the lagoon. 
He sat for a time on a bench and then drank 
the chloroform. .He was found by Park 
Policeman Morris, who tried to rouse him 
from what he thought was slumber, only to 
find that he was unconscious. He was taken 
to the county hospital, where he died a few 
hours later. 

Nothing was found in his clothing that 
would establish his identity. A short note, 
written on a scrap of paper; told his story. 
It read: 

Jam one of the ostracized on account of 
my age—more than 75 years. I am friendless, 
save for the bible I hold in my hand. Dun- 
ring is constantly staring me in the face, and 
in preference to that I end my life. My body 
I donate to the medical profession that some- 
one may profit by it. I prefer to die un- 
known.“ 

Typical southern Colonel. 

Judging from his wearing apparel, it is be- 
lieved he at one time was welltodo. He bore 
the appearance of the typical southern 
colonel. He wore a long frock coat of broad- 
cloth, striped trousers, and light colored 
vest. He had a broad brimmed biack hat. 
His features were thin, while a long pointed 
‘beard adorned his chin. 

The bible which he carried in his hand, and 
which he called his only friend, was examined 
at the hospital and it was found that several 
passages had been marked. On the fly leaf 
of the bock was the inscription, “ He that 
loveth a good book shall never want a 
faithful friend, a wholesome counselor, anda 
truthful companion.” 


Throng Sees Woman’s Fatal Leap. 

Throngs of pedestrians in State street saw 
Miss Baines commit suicide by leaping from 
a window on the fifth floor of the Boston 
store to the store sidewalk within a few 
feet of the State street entrance of the store. 
It occurred at 1 p. m. 

Miss Baines came to Chicago a month ago 
to visit her nieces, Mrs. Hattie Hutchins, 
217 Pierce avenue, and Mrs. F. L. Mills, 148 
Beach avenue. She had complained of ill 
health and believed she had consumption, 
although examinations made by physicians 
revealed no trace of the disease.

Mrs. Mills descended to a lower floor, and 
Miss Barnes leaped out of the window a few 
minutes later. The shoutsof spectators w. o 
saw the woman’s fall caused on instantane- 
ous scattering, leaving the walk almost de- 
serted where she struck. 

Mrs. L. Smith, 1466 West Thirty-third 
stret, did not ascertain the cause of the warn- 
ing shouts, and the descending body grazed 
her, knocking her down, but ehe was not 
seriously injured.

MARRIAGE OF GEORGE IV. TO 
MRS. FITZHERBERT PROVEN. 


Certificate Showing That Wedding Oc- 
curred in December, 1785; Found 
Question of Son Not Settled. 


LONDON, Nov. 11.—By permission of King 
Edward, the Daily Chronicle asserts, a pack 
age of papers consigned to the care of Coutts’ 
bank by Mrs. Fitzherbert (Marta Anne 
Smythe), under the stipulation that it was 
not to be opened for a long period, now after 
seventy years has been broken into, and 
proved to contain the marriage certificate and 
other indisputable proofs that George IV. 
actually was married to Mrs. Fitzherbert. 

Mrs. Fitzherbert became the wife of the 
prince of Wales, afterward George IV., in 
December, 1785. The marriage of the prince 
was invalid under English law, though it 
was sanctioned by the Roman Catholic 
church, of which Mrs. Fitzherbert wae a 
member. 

It was expected that the papers in Coutis’ 
bank would settle a question which hae agi- 
tated the British public for more than a 
century, as to whether there was issue from 
the marriage. but there is nothing to indicate 
that the question has been solved. 

It long had been reported that there actual- 
ly was a male child, and that this child emi- 
grated to the United States and settled in 
Washington, where he died some years ago, 
after living quietly, but in good circum- 


stances.

DEAN GLOWS OVER F OOTBALL 


Dr. H. B. Ward of Nebraska Star- 
tles Academy of Medicine. 


DEFENDS GAME AS “SUPERB.” 


| Teacher Talks as Old Grad.“ Then as 


Varsity Half Back. 


It is a pity the students of the University 
of Nebraska were not in Chicago yesterday 
to witness the transformation of Dean H. B. 
Ward. Heretofore they have known him as 
an absorbed physician, dean of thetr medical 


and . dignity,’s and the rc pai 
fession;” upon which he talks to the fresh- 
men every year. 

But yesterday he dropped bovine of thess 
—you could scarcely call them masks—these 
aspects of his professional self, and revealed 
himself to the members of the dignified 
American Academy of Medicine aa Hank 
Ward, the one time half back on his old var- 
sity football team. 

Stirred by Football Criticism. 

This took place during a lively session of 
the academy devoted to “ The Influence of 
Recreation upon the Individual and the Com- 
munity,”’ in which football came in for siz- 
zling criticisms, After several speakers had 
analyzed the game, dwelling upon its bru- 
tality, its unhealthy competition, and its 
other evils, Dean Ward took the floor. It was 
as the dignified dean that he began: 

„ suppose that we would all admit,“ he 
Said cautiously, “that every college pos- 
sesses radically different types of men who 
turn to different types of athletics. Some 
men, light and swift, go in for tennis and 
track athietics. Another coterie finds its 
keenest enjoyment in baseball, and so on. 
Now it seems to me that much of the criti- 
cism against football fails to take into ac- 
count this fact, that the big, heavy men, the 
men with big frames and pulsing blood and 
heavy jaws, really need this game aa an ap- 
propriate outlet for their energies.” 


Warms to His Subject. 

The academy was silent, and the dean, 
gradually warming up to his subject, slid into 
transformation No. 1—the old grad., who 
admits, though still deploring, some of the 
criticisms against the game. 

Of course, the game has its evils. There 
is graft in K, and there is silly partisanship, 
and all that. But can’t we get together and 
eliminate them? Graft? Why, that is a 
widespread social and business evil. Foot- 
ball has no monopoly on it. And partisan- 
ship? Why, I saw a National league base- 
ball game in Philadelphia where the crowd 
swarmed down from the bleachers and nearly 
mobbed the teams. But nobody proposes to 
banish the game on that account.” 

The academy was distinctly unsympathetic, 
but the “old grad had got too warmed up 
to care. Recollections of the days when he 
wore the moleskins were pressing him into 
transformation No. 2. It wae the half back 
who picked up the speech and jammed this 
at the doctors: 


Such a Magnificent Game. 

„Great blazes, the game is a magnificent 
game! It is superb! Are yeu going to take 
the big, husky men and have them dawdle 
with dumbbelisin the gym? It is nota brutal 
game for the men who play it. In twenty 
years it has not had a single fatality in any 
college where it is kept under clean amateur 
management. What are the big men going 
to do to get rid of their superabundant en- 
ergy? 

“You ud I know what they did in the 
days of Daniel Webster. There was drink- 
ing then on a scale unparalleled by anything 
in collegiate circles today. As physicians. 
you cannot afford to go on record against 
football. What I plead with you to do is to 
join with all of us in making it a cleaner 
sport, in developing the spirit of fair play, 
and in insisting on a gentlemanly reception 
for the opposing team. Then let it go at that, 
an intense, but a fair game.” 


Opponent States His Case. 

x. me Row, superimendent of schools at 
Berwyn, III., whose paper on The Relation 
of Education to Recreation,” had aroused the 
sleeping half back in Dean Ward, was called 
upon to answer: 

“ Dean Ward has admitted most of the evils 
of the game,” he said, “though he has not laid 
as much stress as I would upon its narrowing 
effect upon its devotees. The men who follow 
football lose immensely. They miss half of 
the things in their college life that would give 
them a broader outlook upon life. Few of 
them go out well equipped. No sport should 
be allowed to grow so absorbing as football is 


at present.

American Colony Alarmed. 

Members of the American colony, including 
a number of naturalised Jews, appeared at 
the embassy today in a greatly alarmed 
state to ask for advice and protection. 
Spencer Eddy, the American chargé d'af- 
faires, made them a speech, in which he 
tried to quiet their fears, saying that he did 
not regard an outbreak as possible, but he 
instructed them all, in the event of danger, 
to seek asylum at the Klienmichael palace; 
in Serge street, in which the embassy is sit- 
vated. Should the threatened outbreak oceur 
Mr. Eddy will demand a military guard for 
the palace. The other embassies have been 
similarly beseiged by alarmed foreign res 
dents. 


Plan Campaign of Terror. 

The excited appeals which the League of 
Leagues and deputations of social democrats 
and other bodies are making to the town 
council and count de Witte to prevent a mas- 
sacre and the loud warnings published by the 
radical press which favors the organization 
of a national militia, have the appearance of 
an organized campaign to terrorize the pub- 
lic and to frighten the government into ae- 
ceding to the demand. 

The intellectuals are being told to arm 
themselves for defense against the Black 
Hundred.“ These appeals are greatly ex- 
citing the masses and might precipitate the 
bloody tragedy which they seek to avoid, 
At the Haymarket 12,000 excited peasants 
were seized with the idea that the tntellee 
tuals were arming against them, and began 
wildly talking of means of defense. The 
police, under instructions, went among the 
crowds quieting them and assuring the peas- 
ants that the danger was purely imaginary. 


Seeking to Influence Peasants,

AMERICAN CITIES EXTEND AID TO 
RUSSIAN VICTIMs. 


General Appeal Sent Out Over the 
United States Is Responded To by 
Hebrews and Christians—W ashing- 
ton Subscribes $2,000 — Portland, 
Ore., Sends $5,000—Nearly as Much 


Places Eager to Send Help. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—At a meeting 
beid in this city today about $2,000 was 
subscribed for the relief of the Jews in Rus- 
sia. Committees were appointed to solicit 
further subscriptions. 

Simon Wolf, the former president of the 
B'nai B’rith society, said today: 

“The situation of the Jews in Russia is 
terrible—a thing that I almost failed to 
realize at the outset. I have within the last 
twenty-four hours or so come to realize that 
the massacres are deep and well laid plans 
of the bureaucrats to throttle Hberalism in 
Russia, just as Millukoff predicted months 
ago. 

San Francisco Will Help. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 10.—A meeting of 
the associate delegates of the Jewish con- 
rega tions and societies of San Francisco and 
the cities around the bay has been held here 
in response to a telegram from Jacob Schiff, 
the New York banker, making an appeal for 
aid to the persecuted Jews of Russia. An im- 
mediate response was made to Mr. Scniff's 
appeal, both in the shape of liberal subscrip- 
tions and an address to the people of Califor- 
nia setting forth conditions as they exist in 
Russia and the imperative need for he. 


Portland Sends $5,000. 

Portland, Ore., Nov. 10.—A Jewish com- 
mittee today raised $5,000 in less than two 
hours to be devoted to the relief of stricken 
Jews in Russia. The money was telegraphed 
to New York and a promise of additions to 
the fund was made. 

Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 10.—At a mass 
meeting of Jews held in this city tonight 
$4,000 was subscribed for the relief of the 
persecuted Jews in Russia. A permanent 
committee will receive future subscriptions, 
and it is believed that the fund will be largely 
‘increased. 


Raising Funds in Indiana. 

Terre Haute, Ind., Nov. 10.—[Special. }— 
District President Harry Schloss of the B’ nai 
B'rith for Indiana and several adjoining 
states, with 4,000 membership, is sending 
circulars to local lodges asking for Jewish 
relief funds. A massmeeting was held by 
Terre Haute Jews tonight to start the relief 
movement.

Premier Rouvier, in Spite of a Vicious 
Attack by Socialists and National- 
ists, Refuses to Give Up Office—Elo- 
quence Saves the Day and He is 
Supported Finally by a Decisive 
Majority—Many Changes in Mini- 
try to Be Made. 


PARIS, Nov. 10.—M. Berteaux, minister of 
war, resigned today during an angry debate 
in the chamber of deputies, and the cabinet 
itself narrowly escaped overthrow. The elo- 
quence of Premier Rouvier, however, averted 
the crisis. 

It is recognized, however, that the cabinet 
is so badly divided that a rearrangement 
will be necessary, and President Loubet has 
called a special council today to consider 
the emergency. 

M. Etienne, now minister of the interior, 
is mentioned as the most probable succes- 
sor to M. Berteaux, M. Thomson, minister of 
marine, succeeding M. Etienne. Gens. Lang- 
lois and Brun also are mentioned for the war 
portfolio, but the socialists threaten not to 
support the ministry if a general be chosen 
head of the war office. 

M. Berteaux, in an interview this evening, 
said his resignation was not intended to 
embarrass the ministry, but that he was un- 
able to tolerate the humiliating position of 
the ministry in being dependent upon the op- 
position groups in the chamber. 

The crisis does not involve any important 
issue, but results from the breaking up of 
the groups on which the ministry has here. 
tofore relied. 


Crisis Was Unexpected. 

M. Berteaux took his seat on the minis- 
terial bench as usual when session 
opened. The crisis was precipitated un- 
expectedly. During a scene of extreme vio- 
lence the ministry supported a motion of 
M. Dumont, radical republican, to discuss 
the general policy of the government, but 
the opposition of the nationalists and social- 
ists divided the government strength, caus- 
ing the defeat of the motion. 

M. Berteaux, the war minister, immediate- 
ly left the chamber amid disorder. The de- 
parture of the minister was generally in- 
terpreted as conveying the cabinet's inten- 
tion to resign, but Premier Rouvier asserted 
amid taunts that the ministry remained 
ready to meet its obligations.

No Peril to Americans. 


Cablegram of inquiry have been sent to- 
night to Japanese to ascertain the fact in 
connection with the alleged revolt. No ap- 
prehension is felt regarding American inter- 
ests. The authorities here are satisfied that 
if there should be trouble the government 
would make the care of foreigners and for- 
eign interests its first consideration. 

During! the recent anti-government dem- 
onstrations, guards were stationed conven- 
jently near the American and British lega- 
tions for their protection. 

The Japanese understand the great part 
which President Roosevelt played in bring- 
ing their country and Russia to peace, but 
it is said there is no especial feeling against 
America on this score. The government is 
blamed because of its alleged weakness in 
yielding to Russia upon the question of in- 
demnity and dividing the island of Sakhalin. 
The Japanese military fully expected that 
after their colossal victories the government 
would require Russia to pay at least $600,- 
000,000 and retain all of the island. Many 
expected it would insist upon Russia ceding 
territory upon the mainiand. 

The failure of the government to require 
Russia to grant terms which Baron Komura 
and Minister Takahira knew would not be 
complied with was responsible for the dis- 
satisfaction which first found expression 
among the people and which now is said to 
have been displayed by the troops. 


Corea to Be Jap Protectorate. 

SEOUL, Nov. 10.—The arrival of Marquis 
Ito tonight marks one of the most important 
events in the history of Corea. During his 
visit the hermit kingdom, once an independ- 
ent state, will probably become a Japanese 
protectorate, 

The plans of Japan will be backed by army 
occupation and the presence of two cruisers 
at Chemulpo.

New York, Nov. 10.—A dispatch from Mrs. 
Leonidas Hubbard, dated Chateau Bay, 
Labrador, Nov. 10, telling of her success in 
her expedition to the country where her hus- 
band perished in 1903, has been received. It 


says: | 


went away prepared to meet many hard- 
ships. I met none. On June 2, at 3:30 p. 
m., we left Northwest river in an attempt to 
cross the northeastern portion of the Lab- 
rador peninsula by the way of the Nascaupee 
and George rivers. On Aug. Z7 at 11:30 we 
were received at the George river by the 
Hudson Bay company’s agents at Ungava 
bay. Then more than 550 miles of our jour- 
ney was accomplished without serious mis- 
hap. One accident we had on the Nascoupee 
river, when a canoe turned in the rapids and 


‘two men barely escaped drowning. We lost 


part of the outfit, but not enough to force us 
to turn back. 


Met by Friendly Indians. 

When we left Northwest river our first 
objective point was Seal lake, which we 
reached July 15. We made our first camp on 
Lake Michekamau on Aug. 8. On the George 
river we met two bands of Indians, the first 
fifty miles below the headwaters. Two days 
and a half below them, at Indian House lake, 
we came on the Nascaupees, or ‘ barren 
ground people.’ At both camps we were re- 
ceived in a grand manner. 

Five days after leaving the lake we ran 
rapids from morning till night. There were 
stretches of miles where the river whirled 
down so that you felt certain that around 
the point where it disappeared sudden de- 
struction must await you. Once we fran 
three and three-quarters miles in fifteen 
minutes. 


Big Game in Abundance, 

We saw one herd of thousands of caribou, 
and for fifty miles beyond this country was 
alive with caribou. 

We had no illness in the party. We were 
delayed only one day, when two of the men 
did not feel well. In all, we passed eighteen 
days in camp. The weather was wonderfully 
fine, and we did not travel in the rain. 

We left George river on the steamer Peli- 
can Oct. 22, reaching Rigolette Nov. 1. We 
were fortunate enough to connect there with 
the steamer King Edward, which is due in 
Quebec about Nov. 18.

Tickles Him—Wishes President 
Would Purify Football. 


New York, Nov. 10.—[{Special. Andrew 
Carnegie, ruddy of face, eyes bright, voice 
strong, and altogether the picture of buoyant 
health, got. back from the land of good goif 
today. He stepped off the liner Baltic with 
the spring of a young man. With him were 
his wife and small daughter. 

Mr. Carnegie cheerfully made himself a 
target for volleys of questions, diversified, 
but extremely up to date. He skipped engag- 
ingly from the value of municipal ownership 
to the joy of smashing his own golf record, 
making curt epigrams on such subjects as 
beating the bosses, brutality in football, the 
insurance scandals, dollar grabbing, and Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome. Libraries were not 
forgotten and even Hearst was lightly 
touched upon. 

“The election?’ said Mr. Carnegie. The 
people have spoken, A purifying breath has 
been felt. The voice of the people will always 


make itself heard They can be depended | 


on to vote right when their interest is 
aroused. They want and will have a square 
deal. Of all things we should have an honest 
count, an honest election, and a pure ballot 
law. I do not think any attempt to cheat 
the people out of their rights could be con- 
tinually successful” 


Pennsylvania Upheaval? Remarkable. 
How about Pennsylvania? 
Remarkable,“ said Mr. Carnegie, with a 

gesture. The democratic victory in that 

state was remarkable. 

In reply to a question as to what he thought 
about municipal ownership, Mr. Carnegie 
said: I know what it has done in England.

What do you think of William R. Hearst, 
Mr. Carnegie?’

“I be- 
lieve Mr. Hearst is sincere, but he is a young 
man, and he doesn't know it all yet. Maybe 
this quotation is pertinent in his case: 


He may do well for all he’s done,

“Tam not,” he flatly replied. “ Time after 
time I have been asked, but I would never 
consent. I know of many worthy institutions 
with which I would trust my money; my 
name, pever. I would never lend them my 
name, because that is sacred to me.“ 


Jerome a Bit of a Heretic? 

Mr. Carnegie evaded inquiries touching 
28 Jerome’s election, but he said, smil- 
ngy :- 

es, there's Jerome. He doesn’t believe 
in libraries, but that is because he doesn't 
know as much about the subject as I do.“ 

The disturbances in Russia furnished a 
subject for a Carnegie opinion, delivered 
warmly. 

“ Russia,” said he, “is having a terrible 
time, but so do all countries that are going 
through the throes of reform. Now, I want 
to say in that connection a word for universal 
peace. We are fast coming toit. We must 
not forget what President Roosevelt has done 
for peace. I must say that I did not like the 
way the president flourished the big stick, 
but his actions have condoned for many of 
his words and his talk of war and armies.”’ 

There seemed to be an association of ideas 
here that suggested football to Mr. Carnegie. 


He Prefers English Football. 

J like the attitude Roosevelt has taken on 
football,” said he. The game has devel- 
oped a form of brutality that should be 
stopped. I should like to see the game played 
im this country as it is in England. Over 
there a player never forgets that he is a 
gentleman.”’ 

When are you going to start that news- 
paper with editors and reporters as stock- 
holders? Mr. Carnegie was asked. 

O, 1 don’t know.“ he replied, with a 
laugh. I fear the publishers wouldn't be 
pleased to have me for a competitor. By the 
way, did you know I once had an ambition 
to be a reporter? Well, 1 had it.“

It is impossible so to 
tamper with it as to cheat him out of his 
vote if he be intelligent. He has only to look 
at the dials to satisfy himself that he has 
voted for all the candidates he wished to. 
Doubtless criminal ingenuity will be active 
after the voting machine shall have come 
into general use, but it assuredly provides a 
great safeguard against fraud. 

With the voting machine there would be 
“defective” ballots. Hlection judges 
would no longer have to guess at the 
intention of a voter who has been clumsy in 
his markings. They would not be able to 
see defects where none existed. It is 
possible with the blanket ballot for a corrupt 
voter to indicate that he has carried out his 
bargain. It would be impossible if the ma- 
chine were the registrar of his vote. A 
voter cannot make the machine cheat. 
Objection is made to the machine that it 
will tend to promote straight voting and dis- 
courage splitting the ticket. This would be 
the case at first when the machine was a 
novelty and voters unaccustomed to its use, 
but as they became familiar with it they 
could split their votes as easily as with the 
Australian ballot. It would es as a mat- 
ter of practice. 

The quickness with which the result of an 
election is announced where machines are 
used may be called a small advantage, but 
it would have a direct bearing on the ques- 
tion of fraud. There would be no oppor- 
tunity with the machine for holding back re- 
turns in order to change the general result. 
Election officers would have no means of 
knowing how many votes, or what kind of 
votes, were needed for their purpose. If the 
result in each election precinct,should be re- 
turned within an hour after the polls closed 
there would be little opportunity for a com- 
parison of figures or for fraud. No judges 
or clerks could know with certainty what 
they might be required to oe in the way of, 
changing returns. 

The machines seem likely to come, 
whether they are desired or not. Their first 
cost is enormous, but no ballots will have to 


be printed, and it is estimated that there 


will be a considerable saving by the reduc- 
tion in the number of election officers and 
in other ways. Certainly the officers would 
not have to work for so many hours when 


they had no ballots to count—and, conse- 


quently, could make none of the errors they 
innecently make now. The element of chance 
in going through a great heap of long and 
scratched ballots after a day spent at the 


the boodlers would ha ve to go. There would polls is not to be ignored. The election offi- 


cer who has served for almost twenty-four 
hours continuonsly cannot be expected to 
count with absolute accuracy every ballot 
that comes before him. The machine under 
ordinary circumstances ought to make few 
mistakes. While it might be made to register 
falsely, the possibility of its doing so is small 
if any degree of vigilance or fidelity is exer- 
cised on the part of watchers and election 


judges.

Dr. Evans was charmed with the prince 
at his first interview. He found him an 
excellent listener to the conversation of oth- 
ers, and it was with the greatest interest 
that all listened to him when he chose to 
speak: 

„However light the subject, his remarks 
were never commonplace, but were often 
weighty and always bore the impress of 
originality. There were times when he ex- 
hibited rare powers of description and a deli- 
cate, but lively, appreciation of the humor- 
ous side of things; and other times—the sub- 
ject moving him—when his earnest and kind- 
ly words and the sympathetic tones of bis 
voice were irresistibly seductive, and we— 
hardly knowing why, whether we were cap- 
tivated by, the personality of the speaker or 
surprised at the height to which he carried 
his argument-—in wondering admiration sat 
in silence under the spell of the charmer.” 

Dr. Evans was with the prince on the 
morning preceding the night of the coup 
d@état.- He writes: 


“I noticed that ais manner and conversa- 
tiom were more than ordinarily affectionate. 
There were moments when he appeared to 
be thoughtful, as if there was something 
on his mind that he wished to speak about, 
and yet did not. When I was leaving he 
went with me to the door of higstudy, where 
I had been conversing with him, and then, 
placing his arm within my own, walked 
with me through the adjoining room. He 
knew that great events were about to hap- 
pen, but this knowledge did not ruffle his 
. serenity or change in the least the suavity 
of his voice or the complalsance of his ad- 
dress. That evening there was a reception 
at the palace, and a crowd of people, his 
cousin, the duchess of Hamilton, being pres- 
ent among the rest. No one had the slight- 
est suspicion of the blow that was soon to 
fall; but just as the duchess, with whom 
the prinee was talking, was about to leave 
he said to her in the quietest way as he gave 
ner his hand with a kindly smile, ‘Mary, 
think of me tonight.’ Something In the tone 
of his voice rather than the words im- 
pressed her strongly.

If ambition led to the down- 
fall of the first Napoleon, pride may have 
been the cause of his own downfall.” 

In regard to the attitude of Napoleon III. 
towards this country at the time of the war 
of the rebellion, Dr. Evans says that he did 
not wish to see a division of the states.

Those persons who, careless of the facts, 
are in the habit of meting out responsibility 
in accordance with their prejudices and po- 
litical feelings, and who are guilty of the 
gross injustice of holding Napoleon III. di- 
rectly responsible for public opinion in 
France during these years, should at least be 
sufficiently open minded to observe that this 
opinion was never exhibited in any act of 
hostility to the federal government, either on 
the land or on the sea. If the neutrality of 
the English government is generously at- 


. tributed to the personal influenee of the 


queen, it is but fair to give some credit to 
the emperor for the neutrality of his gov- 
ernment during our civil war- neutrality 
so strictly observed that no Alabamas were 
allowed to escape from French ports to de- 
stroy our commerce.” 

As for the empresa, Dr. Evans tells us that 
although she was not interested in. the battles 
of the war, she was immensely Interested in 
what was being done to alleviate the im- 
mense amount of suffering among the sol- 
diers; and it was at her instigation that Dr. 
Evans wrote a history of the United States 
sanitary commission. 

Tt have given enough here to show that Dr. 
Evans’ book is one of more than usual inter- 
est. Anything touching upon the second em- 
pire is filled with romance, France has not 
since seen such splendor as was hers in the 
days when Louis Napoleon was emperor and 
Eugénie the empress and idol of the French 
people. 


Any one who thinks that the subject of the 
Brookfields, and their relations to Thackeray 
and to literature in general, is exhausted 
need but turn to these two large volumes to 
find his mistake. They are made up of let- 
ters written to and by the Brookfields, and 
are quite as interesting as any other Brook- 
field volumes that have been published; and 
this is paying them the highest compliment. 
There is, of course, much of Thackeray in 
these volumes; there is also much of Tenny- 
son and Carlyle, and of other contemporary 
men of letters. 

There is not much in the way of notes re- 
quired in these letters, for they speak for 
themselves. Here is one to Mrs. Brookfield, 
written in the spring of Mr. Brookfield 
tells of a dinner where he was placed be- 
tween a twaddling benevolent, self-satisfied 
old Cheeryble, and a pilling Surgeon. Lord 
Palmerston’s speeches were amusing to me 
as exhibiting how a Public Man, thoro'ly ac- 
customed to speak, and not caring the 
shadow of a fraction of a hang whether he 
succeeded or not; would handle such flimsy 
topics. He did not excel, however, nor any- 
body else. Dickens spoke, shortly and well 
enough, but it had a very cut and dried air, 
and rather pompous and shapely in its con- 
struction, and delivered in a rather sonorous 
deep voice. Not a jot of humour init. He 
look like Milnes, same height and shape, still 
longer hair, but not his demoniacal good 
humour of expression.” 

The season of 1845 was spent by the Bréok- 
fields in London, where they had the most 
delightful sort of a time. They belonged to 
what Thackeray described as the set —a 
privileged few who passed their time in close 
and constant intimacy. Thackeray, for in- 
stance, was in the habit of breakfasting with 
the Brookfields every Saturday, but that 
regular engagement in no way prevented 
their all meeting at dinners there and in other 
places that same day as well as on most 
others. In a letter written by Mr. Brookfield 
to his mother, who had asked for a leaf from 
his diary, he tells of a dinner to meet Words- 
worth and Tennyson, Gladstone, and others. 
Later on in the summer Mr. Brookfield writes 
to his wife: 


* did nothing in the world yesterday but 
travel into the city to get a few good cigars 
cheap. In returning I asked Tom Taylor and 
his friend, Albert Smith, to look in and meet 
Thackeray, but neither came. Thack came 
at 11% and sate till 1%—and going home (1 
find today) has sprained his ancle and must 
be laid up in lavender for some days. I told 
him it would make a capital advertisement 
for my Spirit Merchant. ‘ Alarming accident 
to the Fat Contributor. Yesterday Evening, 
etc., late, or rather early hours, etc., from 
the cheerful convivialities of a Revd. Gent. 
not 100 miles from Golden square.’ ” 

The next day he looked in upon Thackeray 
who “has a box of grouse and bestows a 
brace upon himself and me at his chambers.”’ 

The second volume of these letters is, if 
anything, more interesting than the first. In 
one of these letters Mrs. Brookfield describes 
a dinner given to Miss Bronte, then in Lon- 
don practically for the first time: 

“There was just then a fashion for wear- 
ing a plait of hair across the head, and Miss 
Bronte, a timid little woman with a firm 
mouth, did not possess a large enough quan- 
tity of hair to enable her to form a plait, so 
therefore wore a very obvious crown of brown 
silk. Mr. Thackeray on the way down to 
dinner addressed her as Currer Bell. She 
tassed her head and said she believed there 
were books being published by a person 
named Currer Bell... but the person 
he was talking to was Miss Bronte—and she 
saw no connection between the two.“ 

I cannot say that all of these letters are 
worth printing, but most of them are. Here 
is an amusing one from Mrs. Carlyle to Mr. 
Brookfield: 


. 


“You are very absurd—a great merit, let 
me tell you, in these sensible times! But you 
must not come tonight! You must come to- 
morrow night or Monday night, becaube, you 
see, there are two terrible blockheads com- 
ing tonight by their own appointment, and 
Mr. C. says he ‘ wouldn’t for any considera- 
tion have Brookfield there along with such a 
pair of Jackasses!’ I suggested that the very 
jackassness of the people might amuse you. 
But he deciared, ‘No! No! Such a com- 
bination is not to be thought of!" ” 

These two volumes are enlivened by some 
unusually attractive portraits and sketches, 
some entirely new to print, others more 
familiar but etill rare.

Orange growers of California are prepar- 
ing to sue the Santa Fé and Southern Pacific 
to recover $5,000,000 excese freight charges.
